statement of reasons for allowance: With respect to claims 



1-6, the prior art does not show or disclose a plurality of optical meters attached to a transparent 
glass panel and an optical sensor inside the scanner, where at least two of the optical meters are 
overlapped to produce digital signals with a cyclical directional pattern, where by the optical 
scanner is capable of continuously picking up images of the optical meters during a scanning 
session and generating corresponding sense signals for controlling speed of a plurality of carriers 
and detecting a moving direction according to the cyclical directional pattern. 

With respect to claim 7-12, the prior art does not show or disclose comparing a computed 
speed with a preset speed; reducing speed of a driving motor if the computed carrier is greater 
than the preset speed; increasing speed of the driving motor if the computed carrier speed is 
smaller than the preset speed; and maintaining speed of the driving motor if the computed carrier 
speed and the preset speed are identical.
